* Hourly earnings in manufac- 
turing industries. of the United 
States in 1929 averaged 68 cents 
as compared with 57 cents in 1928, 
according: toa study ° entitled 
“Wayes in the United States, 1914- 
1929," completed by the National 
Industrial Conference Board made 
public recently. et 

- Wages changed very little in 
1929, as compared with the pre- 
vious year, the report indicates. 
On the railroads, average hourly 
wages were 64 cents in 1929 and 
62,1-3 cents in 1928; in gas: plants, 
about 57% ‘cents.in 1929 or %4 cent 
lower than in 1928; and: in elec- 
tric’ generating plants, about 63 
cents in 2929, or 3-10 of a cent 
lower than in 1928, 


agriculture declined one cent:from 
$2.40 to $2.39 for the year.’ In tho 
building trades average wage rates 
increased from $1:15 am hour in 
1928 to $1.1844 an hour in 1929. 

The report finds that, although 
there was virtually no difference

The U.S. Shipping Board is tak- 
ing every measure 
men and officers for. the numerous 
ships which it plans to build for 
the various subsidised’ mail ser- 
vices. The well-known auxiliary 
State school ships are still in 
operation and turn out a number
